No member of any Ra- 
tioning Board may engage in any 
form of political activity accord- 
ing to Regional Director Kenneth 
Backman. About a month ago F. 
Myron Dunnell, who had been a 
member of the local Board cince 
its appointment, tendered his res- 
ignation because he was a Select- 
man and had been elected by the 
voters to the <ffice. Last week 
William F. Hoehn, who had been 
chosen on the ballot as Modera- 
tor and was serving on the Town 
Committee, tendered his resigna- 
tion, Gecrge McEwan, who is 
serving a: a member of the Board 
has resigned his membership on 
the Town Committee, and will re- 
main on the Rationing Board. 
Charles L. Johnson, the chairman 
of the local Board, who holds the 
positions of fire chief, forest fire 
warden and member of the Reg- 
istrars, and Dr. Richard G. Hol- 
ton, a member o the Finance 
committee, are not affected by 
the OPA ruling, for these offices 
are appointive and not elective. 

Mre. Stanley Bistrek, who has 
been serving as a price panel as- 
sistant, has been named a mem- 
ber of the local board. O'wing 
to the enforcement of the ruling 
by OPA, many changes in the 
personnel of boards have taken 
place in Greenfield, in  Brattle- 
boro, and several surrounding 
towns. From now on members 
of Rationing Boards will not ie 
permitted any “political activity.”
